SHOCKING CASE, 


A Fourteen-year-old Girl 
Brutally Treated, 


Enticed Into the Back Room of a 
Livery Stable, 


And Held a Close Prisoner for Three 
Days. 


Liberated In Response to the Appeal of a Frenzied 
Mother and with Stipalation That 
the Fiends Should Not Be 
Prosecuted. 


There are a number of brutes in this city 
who make a business of ruining young 
girls, and hardly a day passes that some 
case of the kind is not reported to the 
police, 

A few days agoa young girl named Annie 
Heitinger, who has barely passed her four- 
teenth year, was arrested on complaint of 
her mother, and taken to the Girls’ Home. 

The girl was in a frightful condition, and 
her mother’s statements go to show that she 
will not stay at home, but the real cause of 
the arrest did not come out. 

As near as can be learned at present the 
facts are aboutas follows: The child has 
been working in a dressmaking shop on 
Main street, and while the cireus was in 
town she made the acquaintance of some 
stabiemen on Spring street. 

One night she did. not go home to her 
mother on Boyle Heights, and the poor 
woman thought there was something wrong, 
80 she visited the Main-street dressmaker 
and was astonished to learn that her 
daughter had not been there. a + 

‘Lhe case was reported to the police and a 
search was instituted, but no trace of the 
girl could be found. The mother then 
started out, and, after a long search, -she 
discovered that girl was confined in a 
livery stable.. 

Instead of reporting this information to 
the authorities, she went straight to the 
stable and demanded the release of her 
daughter, At first the men denied that 
they knew anything about the girl, but they 
became frightened when she persisted, and 
finally decided to give the girl upon certain 
conditions. 

They told her that if she would say noth- 
ing about the matter and not prosecute 
them they would bring the girl to her at the 
Fort-street M. E, Church at @ certain hour 
that evening. 

The poor mother was almost crazed, and. 
she was willing to consent to anything if 
she could only see her child once more. 

At the appointed hour she put in an ap- 
pearance at the church, and while she was 
there four men brought the girl to her. The 
little thing was in an unconscious state, 
evidently from drugs. ‘The mother thought 
life had left her body, but she soon came to 
her senses, and was taken to Boyle Leights. 

According to the child’s story a most 
frightfal outrage has been committed right 
in the heart of this city, and almost under 
the nose of the police. 

The girl, who is well developed and quite 
pretty, was induced by one of the stable 
men, whose name she does not know, to 
visit the stable with him. 

When she reached the place he induced 
her togotoa back room, where she was 
locked up. She was then drugged, and 
could not defend herself, although she 
knew perfectly well what was going on, 

The men ravished her, one after another, 
until they had all been satisfied, when they 
locked herinand left her there until the 
next morning, when some food was brought 
toher. The same men, numbering five or 
six, visited her during the day and the next 
night, and treated her in a most brutal 
manner. 

She was keptin this miserable den three 
days and nights, when she was taken out, 
more dead than alive, and handed over to 
her mother. 

Why she should have been sent to 
the Girls?’ Home and the miserable 
wretches who have ruined her are allowed 
to go free is one of the mysteries that can 
not be explained. Lt is true that the mother 
promised the brutes at the stable that she 
would not prosecute them, but the promise 
was given under very peculiar circum- 
stances, and should net hold good when jus- 
tice and mnorality demand a ciose investiga- 
tion and the thew punishment of the 
guilty ones. The girl and the mother can 
both identify the men, and they should be 
arrested and prosecuted at once, 

Officer Wright of the Humane Society is 
now at work on the case, and it is to be 
hoped that arrests will be made today. The 
girl was arrested yesterday and taken to 
on County Jail. She will be examined to- 

y. 


UP IN ARMS. 


Mothers Ask the Protection of Their 
Daughters. 

The women of this county have made up| 
their minds to protect young girls and 
punish “macs” and vagabonds who seem to 
have no occupation other than to work 
their ruin. The respectable women are or- 
ganizing all over the county, and from gen- 
eral appearances they will not rest until 
they have either forced the authorities to 
take some positive stand, or have induced 
the citizens to organize a vigilarce com- 
mittee.

“Now, this is only one case of a thousand 
that have never been brought to light, and 
when 1 think that such things are. being 
covered up every day by the very officers 
who should strain every nerve to punish 
such people, it makes my blood boil, and if 
the men will not defend our daughters, 
then we will have to take the law into our 
own hands.” 

The meeting was very enthusiastic, and 
the ladies have made up their minds to see 
that some kind of a reform sets in at once, 


Fighting the ¢ harter.

FOR ALL It'S WORLDR. 

How the Legitimate Business of the 
Inferior Courts ts “lichted in Or- 
der to Pile Up Big Fee Bills 
Against the County. 


The Grand Jury, the Supervisors, the 


City Council and the Board ot Police Com- 
missioners have all takeh “A whack at the 
Deputy Constable and Justice of the Peace 
matter, and yet nothing has 
been done to protect the public treasury. 
ltisa well-known fact among officers 
and those who have taken the trouble to 
look into the manner in which constables 
and justices earn their fees, that the county 
has been robbed of thousands of dollars since 
the deputy constabic force was organized. A 
Timers reporter was met by a well-known 
ene ¢g 
officer, who is in a position to know 
whereof be speaks, yesterday, the 
officer made the foliowing statement: 
“LTsee by Tire this morning that 
your folks have awakened to the fact that 
this county is being robbed, . 
“Now, I haye watched this matter very 
closely, and the robberies ‘are of greater 
magnitude than one would suppose. uAs 
you say, the arrest of every traiap costs the 
county not less than $5.45, and in many 
cases the cost up te from B20 to S50. 
“There are two constables in this city, 
and each one of them has from ten to. 
twenty deputy constables out ail the time, 
These deputies do the most of their work at 
night, and in.nine cases out of ten you will 
find them boosting some miserable old 
In faet, they 
pay more attention to drunks than to real 
criminals, because the werk is easy and the 


profits are creater, 


‘The Deputy Constable goes to bed at 5 
or6ociock am., and sleeps until 1 or 2 
o'clock p.m., when he gets up and pounces 
into court with his nights work in the 
Shape of a batch of vags and drunks. 

“The Justice gets $3 whether there isa 
conviction or not; the Constable gets #145, 
and the deputy pockets $1 a head, and it’s a 
mighty poor night when a live deputy can't 
gather in from live to a dozen drunks or 
vags. 

“These deputy constables run in from 
$50 to 500 tramps and drunks a month, at an 
average cost to the county of Sa head, or 
about F400, 

“Now, this may be all right, but 1 don’t 
think it’s exactly the correct thing. Uf 
you will follow these constables up 
you Will find them banging about the front 
entrances to the lowest beer joints in the 
city, and whenever an_old bum is thrown 
outhe falisinto the arms of a constable, 
and is rushed off to the Ceunty Jail, 
whereas if the Constable would only let 
him alone he would stageer off to some out- 
of-the way place and sieep his drunk cif 
without molesting any one. 

“The nextday the Constable and tramp 
appear before the Justice, and if that gen- 
tleman is wise in his day and generation, 
he will size the tramp up and cive him’ohe 
day in the County Jail, for wisdom and a 
little experience tell His Honor that the 

Will make amighty good customer, | 
And sure enough, Mr. ‘Tramp and the Con- 
stable putin a second appearance at the 
Justice’s shopa few hours atter he has 
served his one-day sentence. 

“T have known the same tramp to appear 
a dozen times before the same justice, and 
in every case he would get but one day in 
the County Jail. 

“When business is dull and drunks are 
hard up, I've known constables to invest 
their hard(?)-earned coin to the extcntof 
10 cents a head on tramps. Ten cents will 
purehase two glasses of beer, and two 

lasses will make any tramp drunk enough 

eratripupthe hill if there is a constable 
in sight, and you can just bet your life that 
when a constable invests i0 cents ina 
tramp, he will be near at hand when the 
second glass is drunk. Oh, these consta- 
bies are great people, and if a fly bappens 
to light on one of them by mistake, he isa 
dead fiy in less than no time.” 

“About how much will aan industrious 
deputy constable make a month?” 

“Oh, from $125 to $159, 
work from five to six hours a dav and clean 
up more money than a police officer.” 

“How about the justices of the peace?” 

“Oh, now you ‘are talking. I would 
rather be area! energetic justice than to 
boss the biggest bank in Los Angeles. It’s 
no trick atall for a justice of the peace to 
clean up from $50 to #i5a day if he is sur- 
ruunded by industrious deputy constables.” 

“One of our justices has gathered ina 
fortune since he was elected, and will go 
out of office next year with more money 
than be could have made in the practice of 
the law in 50 years. But there will bea 
change next year. The fee business 
will be. done away with, and = you 
will see that the County Jail will be empty 
of tramps and drunks almost aii the time. 
The county will save money, however, and 
the tramps and ola bums will either starve 
to death or have to leave the city, for there 
are lots of them who never geta good 
square meal except when they are run in by 
‘the deputy constables. 

One of the justicesin this city (who, by 
the way, hasrefused to do a brokerage 
business in tramps and vags) stated toa 
TIMES reporter the other day that he found 
the greatest difiiculty in having the regular 
business of his court attended to. 

“There,” he said, pointing to a large en- 


velope lying upon his desk, ‘15 a bateh of 


10 venires which have been waiting since 
early this morning [it was then 4 p.m.] to 
be served. The constables or their depu- 
ties will not attend to them if they can 
possibly shirk the job, because there is 
nothing in it, They get only a dollar tor 
serving a Whole -venire, and they can make 
more money in half the time and a quarter 
of the jabor by running in vagrants. 

“If Leall upa constable,and ask him to 
attend to one of these matters, he says his 
deputies are a!l out, or they have important 
maiters to attend to, and ten to one be will 
return the venire unserved. 

“Lam getting diszusted with tis sort of 
business,” continued the Justice, “and if I 
do not get better service, 1 shall certainly 
fine some of these derelict officers for econ- 
tempt, and make examples of them.”

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THOSE INDIAN ‘THUGS. 


WHAT EX-INDIAN AGENT BEL- 
' KNAP SAYS ABUUT THEM, 


He Believes That They Should Not: 
Have Been Allowed to Enter a 
Viea of Manslaughter—It Was a 
Cold-biocoded Murder. 


“There is something wrong about this 
matter,” was the way in which C, G. Bel- 
knap began talking yesterday afternoon to 
a Times reporter, when alluding to the fact 
that the four Tule River Indians who had 
been indicted for the murder ot Juan Bap- 
tista, the Indian medicine man, had been 
permitted to plead guilty to manslaughter 
instead of the offense for which they had 
been arrested and indicted, The speaker 
‘was the Indian Agent on that Christmas 
morning in 1536 when the medicine man 
was 80 summarily disposed of by his hidden 
assassins. Mr. Belknap continued: “This 
case should have gone toa jury, and the 
evidence against the four murderers should 
have been presented to the court. The 
court now knows nothing of the details of 
the crime, but by an arrangement between 
the counse! for the defense and the prose- 
eution, the Indians, who haye been guilty 
ef as cold-blooded a murder as was 
ever perpetrated, bave been allowed to 
plead guilty to a minor offense, ‘Lhe 
Indians had been told by many 
times’ previous to the commission of this 
crime, that they were amenable to the laws 
of the white man, and when the Indian—In- 
spector was on this coast in the previous 
August, he hada talk with them upon their 
obligation to the laws, andthey fully under- 
stood it. Some of them speak very good 
English, and were able to comprehend 
what was told them by the Inspector and 
by myself. 

“The Indians, as a tribe, did not hold a 
counsel before determining to kill the In- 
dian doctor, but a few of the old friends of 
Hunter Jim got together and decided to kill 
him. The majority of the tribe did not 
know the medicine man was going to be 
killed, and l am sure if they had done so, 
they would not have consented to it. 
According to the testimony of Hivh-toned 
Jo no council was held. The Tule River 
Indians were not in the habitfof holding 
councils, ‘They were under the charge of 
the Indian agent. ° 

‘They have been talked to since the ex- 
amination and indictment by the Grand 
Jury lastspring. 1 am certain of that. If 
they (the Indian witnesses) had been put 
on the witness stand and their memories re- 
freshed by the evidence given by them last 
spring they would have told the same story. 
They should have been permitted to give 
their before the court, and the 
four indicted indians should have been 
tried on the charge they were indicted 
upon. The coat worn by the old doctor was 
at hand to be putin evidence. ‘There were 
a number of holes in it, made by the 45-cali- 
ber buliets from the Winchester rifles fired 
by his concealed murderers. He wentalong 
the road with his hands behind his back, 
and when he got opposite a point of rocks 
he was shot. Hewas likea lamb led to the 
slaughter. Qn that morning, after the In- 
dians had killed the Indian doctor, and they 
had told me that they had done so because 
the) did not want him around any longer, I 
went to where the murderers had been con- 
cealed, and found the empty sheils from 
their Winchesters. 

“Bill Whaley told me just how it had 
been done, and how the Indian doctor had 
turned partially—around, staggering before 
he fell. He was shot five times, one shot 
being through the spine, which alone wouid 
have killed him, butall of them were fatal. 

“[ don’t see why the prosecution should 
compromise the case with the defense. The 
Justice Court at Porterville found that it 
was murder, and the United States Grand 
Jury also found that the same crime had been 
committed. I don’t believe Col. Preston, 
the Indian Agent in charge of all the In- 
dian reservations, thoroughly. understood 
the details of the case. I don’t see why 
lidian testimony should not be sufficient,to 
convict for crimes committed on an Indian 
reservation upon Indians, before a white 
jury, just as wellas ifa white man had been 
killed. What should make the difference? 
I hear that threats have been made that the

would kill me forthe part 1 had taken. in 


would have been prosecuted if it had not 
been for me. I have gone about the reser- 
vation when I had business, and am not 
afraid that I shall be killed, but believe that 
the friends of these four indicted men have 
bad feelings toward ine. These Indians con- 
trol the tribe, who are in fear of them.” 

Mr. Belknap then told the reporter the | 
name of a white man whom he believed had 
been instrumental in getting the Indians to 
tell a different story than they had told last 
spring, but begged not to have the name 
published. He said the same man had 
called the shooting of the Indian doctor 
“justifiable homicide.” This man had been 
very anxious, when the crime was first com- 
mitted, that there should be no delay in 
its prosecution, and the man’s wife had 
come to his house and told his wife that she 
did not want any suspicion to attach to her 
husband of causing adelay in prosecuting 
the Indiahs who had done the killing. The 
man is now acting differently. é‘

o'clock, Dr. McGowan testified that he 
found a large quantity of Jaudauum in the 
stomach, and was of the opimien that death 
was caused from opium poisoning in the 
form of laudanum. ‘The other witnesses 
testified to the finding of the body, after 
which the jury returned a verdict that the 
deceased, W Ackerman, a native of 
lowa, aged 30 years, came to his death from 
an overdose of laudanum, taken by himself 
with intent to commit suicide.

Address from Col. Allen 
Last Night. 

The Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Harrison and 
Morton Club held a rally at the Second- 
street wigwam last evening. The rain 
drizzled from time to time, and the streets 
were full of mud, but a large audience 
braved the discomforts of the streets to at- 
tend the meeting. The Wigwam was nearly 
filled atthe time of assembling with the 
veterans and their guests, It was Com- 
fortable and dry inside. 

Commander Whitson presided, and the 
following were‘named as vice-commanderts: 
J. W. McKinley, D. Gilbert Dexter, H. T.

H. Anderson. 

N. P. Conrey was the first speaker of the 
evening, and made a good address, which 
neld the attention of his audience through- 
out. 

He expressed the pleasure he found in 
being called upon to address the brave de- 
fenders who were fighting the battles of his 
country while he was yetachild. He never 
could forget the gratitude which the 
younger generation owed to the preservers 
of their flag. 

He statea tnat. there were two ways in 
which topies of political economy could be 
treated, on their merits or as connected 
with one or the other of the two great politi- 
eal parties which had adopted them as their 
standards. He preferred to use the latter 
system, 

The speaker then compared the record of 
the Republicans with that of the Deimo-

SORE THROAT, : 

Infammatory action of any kind in the nose 
sperdily extends itseif to the throat. From 
the throat each breath we draw carries the 
irritation onward and downward through the 
bronchial tubes; as these are involved the 
of air tothe lungs becomes graduaily 
diminished. tubercies may form and bronchi- 
tisend in consumption. “Sore throat’ is the 
popular term used in speaking of throat dis- 
eases, differing wid -ly from each cther in 
their nature and treatment. 

The throat comprises the whole space from 
the posterior nares down to the entrance into 
the windpire and gullet.

ACUTE OR SIMPLE SORE THROAT. 

Th. most simple form of throat disease is 
inflammation of the mucous membrane, re- 
sulting from recent cold. It is most prevalent 
in cold or damp weather. The symptoms are 
a roughness in the throat, with a slight pain 
and swelling. Tne throat looks red and angry 
and the tongue it slightly coated with white 
fur. Withinafew days small whitish spots, 
which look iike ulcers, form on the back of 
the toroat and about the root of the tongue. 
If the attack he mild, these aphthous points 
dissppear at the end of three or four days, but 
when more revere they leave behind them 
su; erficial ulcers. When the acute inflamma- 
tion is not entirely removed it is liable to de- 
generate intoa chronic form, and gradually 
develop whatis called granular disease, or it 
may end in an abcess of the tonsil glands, or 
cause chronic enlargment of the tonsils and 
elongation of.the uvula. 

CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 

This, like nearly all affections of the throat 
‘and nose, usually begins with a severe cold, 
} and is almost atways attended with hoarse- 
ness. It is morefrequently a mere extension 
of catarrh or sore throat than an origieal dis- 
ease, the irritation escaping down and fixing 
itself upon the delicate oreanism of this part, 
and thence gradualiy journeying onward to 


the lungs. Whenit occurs as a consequence 
of catarrh or sore throat, the symptoms are 
comparativel ild: There may be pain but 


itis more common to find only a sense of tick- 
ling which provokes cough. Many complain 
of a sensation as of “something sticking 
there,’’ to get rid of which they keepupa 
rasping effort to clear the wind-ripe. The 
Voice is always more or less affected, being 
roughin the early stage, but more feeble 
after the disease is fully established. There 
is often a slight tenderness over that promi- 
nence of the neck known asthe “Apple of 
Adam” (Pomum Adan), a heat and a sense of 
tightness. and frequently some slight diffi- 
culty in swallowing. 

~The causes which produce this form of dis-. 
ease nre various. t arises in,clergymen 2nd 
public speakers and others from too violent 
use of the vdice. The vocal cords become ex- 
hausted and lose their tone from straining 
and overuse. Dustand all irritating matters 
in the air are liable to be drawn into the wind- 
pipe and produce irritation. Itis more often 
& mere sequel to sore throat, the inflamma- 
tion extending down to the larynx by reason 
of the continuity of mucous membrane. 

But from whatever cause it arises it is al- 
ways a serious malady. The chronie form 
threatens the complete destruction cf the 
voice, and rarely ends until it has involved 
the lungs in disease. Every slicht cold. every 
change tntheweather, every flight of dust, 
feeds the irritation and increases the inveter- 
acy of its hold. 

n the other hand chrnic laryngitis fre- 
quently occurs asa sequel of consumption, 
and is produced, or at ‘east very much aggra- 
vated, by the irritation of the expectorated 
matter. Occurring as a consequence of tuber 
cles, itis one of the most distressing compli- 
cations and adds greatly tothe patient’s dis- 
tress. In this form there is more or less ul- 
ceration of the voval chords, beginning onthe 
lower side and gradually extending upward. 
These ulcers often penetrate through the 
mucous and celiular membranes, involving

When the laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of the tung’, and dependent ucon it, we 
can onlv hope to effecta cure by those means 
which will remove its cause, and these we 
have considered, and shall more fully con- 
sider, under the head of “Consumption.”

He 
proposed that, if be might sleep there, he 
would get his meals at the hotel. When 
_ the altercation occurred at Potter’s tent, 
Wilson stood close by Wolff. In the first- 
piace Wolff complained of the nardness of 
the work. Wilson said he was no maa of 
business, etc. “He made gestures, but did 
not offer to strike. Potter’s saloon was 
tween Wilson’s cabin and the bathhouses 
where we worked. A few days after Mr. 
Wilson brought Mr. Farrell and toid him 
We were thesmen to build his house for 
him. He got us that job. When Mrs. 
Wolff was telling her husband that Wil- 
son wanted to borrow some money from 
her, they spoke in Englisn. Wilson over- 
heard the conversation and rushed_in. 
Wolff was not abusing his wife,and Wil 
son did not interfere to pretect her. Wolff 
was notangry with his wife. 

When Wilson came in and seized Wolff 
by the throat he: ordered me out of the 
cabin. Mrs. Wolff tried to get Wilson off 
from him. I walked away fast. I never 
thought of the knife at that time. 

When 1 came back Wiison let me in with- 
out any opposition. He called mein and 
said Mrs. Wolff wanted me to stay there. 
He had gone to bed, and I did the same. 
Mrs. Wolff had gone to bed in her own 
apartment. This was about the 10th of May. 

We went to work the next morning at the 
bath house. Wilson and myself ate break- 
fast at the cabin with Mrs. Wolff. 1. got 
my lunch at the hotel. Wolff staid up town 
that afternoon to see Mrs. Woltf. I went 
after her before 1 got my lunch. 1 brought 
her to the hotel, where she met Wolff. She 
went to Santa Ana May 11th, 

On the next Sunday Wolff went to go 
tranoa. On Monday Mendelssohn and Mrs, 
Wolff came after me a buckboard. 1 
was not drunk. On Sunday I met Wilson 
at the hotel. He wanted me to lend him 
some money, but 1 didn’t. We had no 
quatrel whatever. Onthe day when Wiil- 
_ 80n came after Wolff at the bathhouse, he 
called Wolff down from the rvoft. Wulson 
said he was not mad. He and Wolff hada 
discussion. After talking for a while he 
said, “I could handie you if I wanted to.” 
I paid no further attention. I did not ex- 
pect any trouble. 

On the 14th we all went from Capistrano 
to Santa Ana. On the 16th I returned to 
San Juan. Wolff came down a couple of 
days later. He came alone. Mrs. Wolff 
was not back at San Juan from the 14th to 
the day of the shooting. 

I staid there at the.hotel from the 16th to 
the 2ist. On the latter day Wolff came 
down. I had previousiy seen Wilson. He 
said he would kill Wolff if he caught him at 
the beach. 

On the 23d I started for San Juan-by-the- 
Sea. I was going on my business. Mrs. 
Wolff suggested that the rest take a ride, 
and I got a four-seated wagon. 

When we got to San Juan we left Mrs. 
Wolff at the pavilion alone, and we went 
into Potter’s tent. We were there an hour 
or an hour anda half. When we drove to 
the hotel we saw Wilson standing on the 
‘porch. He said: “Well, are-you.foiks here 
again?’ That was all Wilson said at the 
time. We had no further conversation at 
the time. lam tive of that. When we 
- met Wilson back of the hota), he told Wolff 
‘to “Look out for $ouirsél f will kill you 
yet.” Wolff asked him to come in front 


__. where all could hear us, 


- The witness was then cross-examined as 
to the circumstances of the shooting. | 

When we got there Wiison spoke the 
first word. He said: “Well, here I am.” 
He was perfectly sober as far as 1 could ob- 
serve. | 

Witness then repeated the words that 

nase between Wolffand Wilson, as given 

ore. 

When Wolf asked him if he loved his 

wife, he put his hand to gs knife and ad- 


wanced. Atthe beginning they were four: 


or five feet apart. Wilson stood a little 
ways from the _ porch. When Wilson 
wheeled to the left he stumbled up’ on the 
porch and fell over. 

1 did not hear Wolff state: “Take that, 
you--—,”’ nor anything like it. 1 would 
have remembered jt if I had heard it. I did 
not see Wolff ile he was shooting, and 
can not tell how many shots were fired, nor 
whether any shots were fired after Wolff 
tell on the porch, but [ am sure Wolff never 
said: “Take that, you——.” 

After the shooting we walked around the 
hotel to the corral. Nothing was said. | 
was still trembling. Wilson often said to 
me that Mrs. Wolff was a good wuman and 
he thought the world of her. 1 thought 
nothing of it. The only time he told me he 
loved Mrs. Wolff was when he wanted me 
to take the letter up to Santa Ana. He did 
not say that Wolff had abused her with 
jealousy and she needed protection. I was 
notangry about the freight having been 
sent wrongly, but only sorry for the money 
I had spent. 


Afternoon Session. ; 

An argument was had between the Dis- 
trict Attorney and the counsel for the de- 
fense as to whether Peterson could be 
asked if he was afraid of Wilson at the 
time of the shooting. To this Mr. Dupuy 
objected that though Peterson was charged 
conjointly with Wolff, it was merely as an 
accessory, and, as he did not pull the 
trigger, he could not swear to his fears at 
the moment. 

Judge Gardiner held that such testimony 

as to being afraid of Wiison might be 
allowed for the purpose only of explaining 
Peterson’s subsequent conduct, He over- 
ruled the objection and allowed the ques- 
tion to be put. 
- Jt was here stipulated that the deposition 
of one George Cook, now in the hospital, 
should be taken by the District Attorney 
and Counsellor Stephens this morning, be- 
fore court time. 

PETERSON RECALLED. 

Peterson was then recalled and asked 
whether at the time of the shooting he 
thought of the danger to Mr. Wolff. 

He testified that he thought Wolff was in 
danger from Wilson’s knife. | 

@n being again cross-examined he said he 
was afraid of danger naturally, and got out 
of fe way when he could, Wilson was 
60 Yr. 

I was not alarmed when he spoke to me 
on the porch; nor when he met us at the 
corral; nor when he said: “Herelam.” I 

was then cool and calm. 
> | beeame alarmed when Wilson said, 

“T love your wife it 1 kill you,” and ad- 

vanced. 

The shot was fired the same instant that 
Wilson put his hand to his waist and_ad- 
vanced. ij 

The thing that frightened me was the 
shot of the pistol. 1 didn’t become alarmed 
till I heard the pistol shot. 

MRS. WOLFF RECALLED. sie 

Mrs. Wolff was then recalled, and the 
question was asked her if she was afraid 
when shé saw Wilson make a motion 
toward his knife. 

She said when Wilson put hishand where 
his knife was, that she thought that her 
husband was in danger, and watched Wil- 
son closely. Her husband stepped back 
when Wilson advanced the first time. 

Cross-examin d: She saw something in 
Wilsen’s hand when he put his hand for 
knife. He then stepped forward one 
step. 

I turned to Peterson to see if he was go- 
ing to help my husband. I was afraid my 
husband would not think to defend himself. 
I don’t know whether 1 turned to Peterson 
or not; everything happened so quick. 

The witness here got badly mixed up, and 
gave the impression of being too willing. 


= Wilson ina general way. Wilson took 


two steps toward my husband. That was 


The first time [ got alarmed. Onetime Wil-; 
son sald a pistol was not so good as.a knife; 


a knife was suref and he could stab a man 
to the heart with it. He said this the time.

THE MURDERER ON THE STAND. 

Albert R. H. Wolff, who dia the shoot- 
ing, was sworn, and gave his testimony. 
He spoke in a loud voice, without any fot- 
eign accent, and told his story as any wit- 
ness would. het 

He detailed the circumstances of t 
landing at San Juan-by-the-Sea, and their 
subsequent proceedings, much as already 
told by his wife and Peterson. He also 
said that he and Peterson, at_ different 
times, had thought of moving to Capistrano 
or Santa Ana, but were dissuaded by Wil- 
son. He seemed not to want them to go. 
He then told of the row that occurred in 
the cabin on the evening of the 10th of 
May. After Wilson had choked him he 
took his valise, with his empty pistol in it, 
and went out of the cabin. He loaded his 

isto! after he had gone some distance, but - 
hid not go back. 

I went to Sharp’s hotel, but it was shut 
up, and I went to sleep in the hay-loft over 
the barn. The next day I went back to 
work. I had got wetthe night before in 
the river. 

The witness then detailed how the next 
day Wilson asked him if he did not wanta 
divorce from his wife. Hesaid she was. 
willing and if 1 was he would hitch up and 
drive me over toa justice to get one. 
told my’wife what Wilson had said about 
her being willing to getadivorce. She 
said he wasaliar. We were talking in 
German. Wilson did not like that, and 
pe must speak English or Spanish in his 
cabin. 

He said I had better get away or he 
would kill me. My wife said I had better 
go, and I went uptown. I got Peterson to 
go and get my wife. 1 met her at the train, 
and she went to Santa Ana. : 

On Sunday [ went to Capistrano and met 
Mr. Farrell. We talked about a contract 
and walked to the train, where I met my 
wife. My wife said she was anxious about 
me, and came back tosee about me. She 
thought I had better go to Santa Ana, 4s it 
was a nice place, and 1 would be away from 
Wilson. She also told me that Wilson had 
made jmproper proposals to her, and had 
kissed her, etc. She also repeated his con- 
versation about the knife. We went to 
Mendelssohn’s Hotel and got dinner, 
after which I was taken ill. 

I recovered trom my illness on Monday 
morning. Mendelssohn and my wife went 
and got Pete.son, Judge Bacok came to 
see me about a warrant against Wilson, but 
nothing was done. We then went to Santa 
Ana, where we hired a house, ~ 

I asked Judge Bacon to place Wilson un- 
der bounds, but the next morning 1 withdrew 
the complaint. I thought Judge Bacon 


conceited than ever. 

Peterson went back to San Juan to look 
after his contract, and seni up our goods, 
There were no screws for the stove, and on 
the 18th went up to see Peterson. Ll had 
not heard from him, and thought he might 
have got work. 1 met him at Sharp’s 
Hotel. Peterson toid me that Wilson had 
threatened to kill me, and that I had better 

o back to Santa Ana. He told me about 
iison’s wanting him to take a letter to my 


wife. 

While waiting that afternoon I met Wil- 
son in Potter’s tent. He called me outside 
of the tent, and told me to my face that he 
had kissed my wife twice, had written to 
her, and loved her. He was a bully, and 
thought 1 would have to takeit. There 
were no witnesses present. I was armed‘, 
and had my pistol with me, but would not 
use it. On a previous otcasion he had 
abused me at the same saloon. I took no 
notice of hit. 

Peterson and [ started to take the con- 
struction train beck to Santa Ana, and on 
the way stopped at the station and had a 


} quarrel with Pope about shipping the furni- 


ture. He abused us and ordered us out. 
We got out and went back to Santa Ana, 

The witness then stated how the trip 
was taken from San Juan to Capistrano on 
the 25d of May. 

Wilson haa said that we owed him rent, 
etc., and wanted a settlement, I had no 
purpose of assaulting him. 1 had my pis- 


ilson had ehoked me, I had since ear- 
ried it to defend myseif if necessary. 

The witness then told how they drove to 
the hotel, met Wilson there, drove arvund 
the botel and hitched their team, 

I had met Wilson several times pre- 
viously since l was armed. I could have 
shot. him on any of these occasions if I nad 
chosen. 

We met Wi'son behind the hotel. He 

said he would not rest till he saw me dead 
-betora his feet. told him 1 didn’t want 
any further trouble. ifbe had anything to 
say we should go around in front, where 
there were witnesses. [| had previously 
seen Wilson having the knife about him. 

The knife was here shown to witness, 
and identified as being like the one Wilson 
<1 gaia It was called a sailor’s sheath 

nife. 

When we got in front of the hotel we 
stood near the porch. Wilson stood in 
front of me. 

Witness identified the exhibit made by 
Thiesen of the positions of the parties as 
being about correct. 

Witness stated the first part of the con- 
versation and followed with: 

I then said: “You love my wife?” He 
said: “Yes, 1 love her if [ kill you for it,’ 
He then put his band for his knife and 
made a step forward. 1 took one back. He 
took another step forward and I fired. I 
expected to get the knife through me every 
minute. 

I fired in quick succession till I saw him 
fall. Heturned on his heel and made a 
half turn to the left. He fell toward the 
porch after I ceased firing and feil onto the 
porch. I don’t remember firing after he 
fell. Wilson stood about six feet from the 
porch when I commenced firing, He was 
close tome. I stepped back so he would 
not close inon me. I fired because I ex- 
pected to cet his knife in me. I believed 
my life wasin danger; that if 1 had not 
fired I would have been killed myself. I 


had not felt for his knife. 

The direct examination was not con- 
cluded when the court adjourned till this 
morning at 10 o’clock.

Silver and the Surplus. 


Tue Times has devoted considerable 
attention to the silver question, believ- 
ing it to be of the very greatest import- 
ance to this coast. Only yesterday we 
saw a letter from a prominent Boston 
mining man, who has caused the in- 
vestment ofa large amount of capital 
in Arizona mines, and is at present en- 
gaged in arranging for more, in which 
he says: ‘Everything depends now on 
the result of the election. If Harrison 
is elected, I know of at least twenty 
men who will invest in mines on the 
Pacific Coast. Should Cleveland be 
elected, Ido not know of one who will 
do so.”” 

A Monrovia correspondent sends us 
a letter on this subject, which will be 
foundin another column, The extract 
from the Iron Age, to which he refers, 
puts the influence of the silver question 
on the surplus in a new and interesting 


light, and shows that such surplus is 


largely taken from the pockets of silver 
miners, whose industry is, at the best,a 
precarious one. The article shows that 
S40.000,000, nominally in the treasury, 
has een in the pockets of the peo- 
pleat all?but is simply the profits of the 
Government, derived from the simple 
process of buying silver bullion at the 
market rate, which a Democwatic ad- 
ministration recently forced down to 
92 cents, and coining it into dollars at

of the business, during the nine years 
of its continuance, amount to nearly 
$40,000,000. 
Thus, it will be seen that, if the 
United States had- coined dollars of 
full value, so as to make no profit on 
the business, the silver prodycerg 
would not have been affected, there 
would have been no difference in the 
course of trade, but there would now 
be a surplus of only $80,000,000, instead 
ef the $120,000,000, which the treasury 
officials claim it to be. The silver pro- 
ducers would have had the benefit of 
$40,000,000 _ additional purchases of 
bullion; the price of silver would, have 
been to that extent supported, and 
there would now be so much less sur- 
plus. If the United States should de- 
sire to enter into an international 
agreement for the remonetization of 
silver throughout the civilized world, 
it would be obliged to recall and re- 
coin its silver decilar coinage, which 
would cost it, altogether, nearly $100,- 
000,000, and the surplus would prac- 
tically disappear. Says the Iron Age: 


In other words, to the extent of #4,- 
000,000, the so-called surplus is no more 


real than if the Government had printed 


paper notes to that amount and piled them 
in the vaults. These $40,000,000 never were 
“in the pockets of the people.” They 
never were anywhere. ‘they represent 
nothing but an illusion, and they might 
well be dissipated (spent. is hardly the 
proper word) in’ putting more silver into 
the silver dollar. At present it is the boast 
of counterfeiters that they make as good an 
article as the Government—equal in fine- 
ness and weight—and the profits, at the 
ruling ptiee of silver, are from 25 to 30 per 


cent. Let the United States go out 
of competition with counterfeiters, 
and their “surplus,” as well as_ its 


“surplus” (arcades aimbo), will disappear.

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Our Streets. 


The rainy season has opened early 
with us, and again Los Angeles is con- 
fronted with muddy streets and swamp- 
like thoroughfares. Already fwe have 
a taste of what winter will have in 
store for us. The summer has gone 
and the work of paving our streets is 
still unfinished. They will not present 


acheerful sight to the strangers from 


eastern cities, accustomed to well- 
paved avenues from which the mud is 
excluded.

The Congressional Canvass. 


Gen. Vandever, with a keen sense of 
the fitness of things, has placed his 
canvass in the hands of Col. Mark- 
ham (his immediate predecessor in 
Congress), now acting as chairman of 
the, Sixth District Congressional Com- 
mittee.

ficiency bill to appreve that apology or the 
resident to the Chimese Government for 
signing a bill passed by the Congress of the 
United States; and that, too, atter China 
had rejected a treaty with this Government 
that proifered indemnity for alleged depre- 
dations committed upon Chinese subjects 
residing in this country. 


TnE Democrats are fond of belittling 
the consequences to wage earners of 
the reductions proposed by the Mills 
Bill or of trying to show that there will 
be a sufficient corresponding decline in 
the cost of living to make up for the 
difference.

THURMAN AGAIN. | 


Still Wavihg the Ked Bandanain the 
Hoosier State. 

Peru (Ind.), Oct. 18.—[By the Associated 
Press.}| Judge Thurman and party arrived 
this afternoon to attend the big barbecue. 
Crowds came into the city from early this 
morning. The streets are filled with peo- 
ple. The rain drove many witbin doors. 
Many more have already started for their 
homes. On the way up town Thurman was 
greeted with chéers by the multitude from 


beneath dripping umbrellas. He was taken 


packed with an enthusiastic audience, who 
greeted him with prolonged applause. 

The little opera-house in winch Judge 
Thurman spoke has seats for 600 or 700, and 
double that number crowded into it, until 
the balcony became dangerously over- 
crowded. On the streets an immense throng 
watched a brief “tloat”? procession that car- 
ried party mottoes, to the delight of the 
spectators. It is estimated that fully 15,000 
people were in town during the day. 

Judge Thurman began his speech by com- 
plimenting the crowd on its size, and said 
that it was a healthy indication of how In- 
diana would goin November. lf the Indiana 
Democrats did their duty, Grover Cleve- 
land would be the next President. Hethen 
proceeded to discuss the tariff and question 
of the surplus, following the line of argu- 
ment last night at Ft. Wayne. His audi- 
ence gave the closest attention, frequently 
interrupting with applause, and showing 
interest and keen appreciation of the points 
made throughout the speech. Continuiug 
he charged the Republican speakers with 
making bold and audacious attempts 
to deceive the people in their high pre- 
tective tariff speeches. He tited as one in- 
stante the claim made by them that this 
tariff tax is not paid by the American con- 
sumer, but by the foreign exporter, and 
that he pays it for the privilege of bringing 
his goods here.

COLLISION OF TRAINS. 


Bad Railway Wreck in 
Pennsylvania. . 
SHIPPENSBURG (Pa.), Oct. 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Two passenger trains 
on the Cumberland Valley road collided 
on a curve here this morning. One man 
was killed and a great numberinjured. The 
accident resulted from disobedience of run- 
ning orders on the part of Conductor Linn 
of the west-bound train, which had on 
board about 300 passengers for the Hagers- 
town fair. Both engines were demolished, 
and the express and baggage cars were 
wrecked. Charles Bitner, baggage-master, 
was killed. The number wounded cannot 
be ascertained at present. Among the in- 
jured are Alexander Liun, conductor; 
George Bowlan, conductor of east-bound 
train; William Hyssong and Jacob Fuller, 
engineers of the trains, and Harmon 
Brinkman, mail agent. Several members 
of a quintette club of New York were more 
or less injured. The wounded are being 
cared for at Shippensburg. 
A LATER ACCOUNT. 

CHAM URG (Pa.), Oct. 18.—A fatal 
wreck occurred on the Cumberland Valley 
Rauroad, near Shippensburg, this morning. 
Trains No. 14 and 9 collided at a sharp 
curve in the road, telescoping the cars and 
completely demolishing the engines. Offi- 
cials of the road here are very reticent in 
the matter, and refuse to state anything of 
the causes. From the trainmen the tollow- 
ing particulars were learned: Both trains 
were late, and the conductor of No. 9, com- 
ing south, received orders at Newville to 
run to Shippensburg and pass No. 15. The 
conductor of No. 14 says that he received 
orders at Shippensburg to run to Thirty- 
eight Mile siding, between Shippensburg 
and Newville, and there meet and pass 
No. 9. Acting on these orders, he left Ship- 
pensburg, and within three miles met the on- 
coming train. The engineer of No. 14 saw 
the smoke of the other train around the 
curve, and shut off steam and applied the 
air brakes, but before he could stop both 
trains came together With a crash. The 
engines interlocked, the boiler of one be- 
ing driven over five feet into the other. 
The express cars on both trains were

baggage cars. Baggage-master Charles Bit- 
ner of Harrisburg was caught between the 
cars and so horribly mangled that he died 
a short time after being cut out of the 
wreck. Conductors Linn and Bowman are 
both seriously injured, and many of the 
passengers received injuries, though not 
serious. The mail cars caught fire and con- 
siderable mail was destroyed.

Congress Finally Decides to Adjourn 
- Sine Die Tomorrow. 


‘The Sioux Chiefs Will Not Accept the 


President’s Proposition. 


Ths Senate Hangs to the Tariff to the Last— 
A Score of M-mbors in the House’ 
While Away the Closing Hours 
with Politica. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON (D. C.), Oct. 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Senate.—In the Senate, 
Mr. Gray, in the absence of the Connecticut 
Senators, presented a memorial of 500 citi- 
zens of Connecti¢ut, workingmen and man- 
ufacturers, that raw material, ‘particularly 
wool, salt, lumber and tia plate,’’ be made 
free of duty. Laid on the table. 

The resolution for a recess from Saturday 
to the 19th of November was taken up. 

Mr. Paddock moved to amend by making 
the recess begin the 27th of October and end 
the 12th of November. 

Mr. Brown of Georgia offered a resolution 
for final adjournment of this session at 1 
o’clock next Saturday. He said he did not 
believe the passage of-the Tariff Bill would 
be facilitated by the prolongation of the 
session. If the Democrats were successful 
at the coming Presidential election, some- 
thing like the Mills Bill would be passed. 
If the Repubiicans are successful, some- 
thing like the Senate bill will be passed. 
Popular opinion on the. subject would be 
known after election. 

Mr. Allison accepted Mr. Brown’s resolu- 
tion. | 

On the vote the major ity of the Demo- 
crats voted in the affirmative, and the ma- 
jority of the Republicans in the negative. 

There was no demand for a division, and 
the Chair, aftera longer pause than usual, 
declared the concurrent resolution adopted. 

Mr. Teller offered a resolution instructing 
the Committee on Indian Affairs to inquire’ 
as to the truth of the report that the Sec- 
retary of the Interior purchased a large 
number of wagons for the Indian service 
manufactured with prison labor in Tennes- 
see. He matle a few remarks on the sub- 
ject, insinuatipg especially against the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs. 

After a lively debate between Messrs. 
Teller, Bate and Cockrell the resolution 
went over on objection by Mr. Cockrell.

‘The Senate then resumed considera- 
tion of tne Tariff Bill, and was addressed 
by Mr. Aldrich. Mr. Aldrich asserted that 
the tabie concerning the tariff rates in the 
House and Senate bills furnished by the 
Bureau of Statistics, and produced some 
days ago by Mr. Vest, was full of misstate- 
ments and errors and entirely inaccurate 
and misleading,and that the bureau offi- 
cials, if they know anything about the sub- 
ject, must have known that it was, 

The discussiou was continued by Sena- 
tors Frye, Evarts and Teller. 

Mr. Cockrell replied to Mr. Aldrich’s 
criticism of the tables of the bureau, and 
said that they were perfectly correct,and had 
been made out, under headings prepared. by 
himself,by Keppenstein, a Prussian employé 
of that bureau wno had been in the depart- 
ment at least since 1879, and who had no in- 
terest, directly or indirectly, in any misrep- 
resentation. 

Mr. Allison offered a resolution author- 
izing the Finance Committee to continue
